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STATUTORY RAPE CASE 

Former JV volleyball coach sentenced to jail

After initially pleading not 
guilty to charges of statutory rape, 
a Westfield man and former Aga¬ 
wam High School coach pleaded 
guilty and admitted to the charg¬ 
es against him last week. 

Michael Rash will now face 
two and a half years in jail for 
two counts of statutory rape. 


The sentence was handed down 
in Hampden Superior Court on 
Aug. 14. 

Rash was arraigned in Hamp¬ 
den Superior Court last week on 
four counts of rape and abuse of 
a child aggravated by age. 

Rash was alleged to have en¬ 
tered into relationship with a 15- 
year old Agawam girl with mes¬ 
sages using a social networking 
application Snapchat. Rash and 


the girl also exchanged text mes¬ 
sages, and then began meeting 
late at night and engaging in sex¬ 
ual activity, the girl has testified 
in police reports. The reports 
state the girl would sneak out 
of her house and meet Rash at 
a park nearby, where a physical 
relationship then ensued. 

Rash was a junior varsity vol¬ 
leyball coach at Agawam High 
School. 


Rash, 24, was originally ar¬ 
rested on June 6, 2014. He was 
arraigned on two counts of 
statutory rape of a child. Judge 
Philip Contant set Rash’s bail at 
$1,000. The bail was posted and 
Rash was released on June 9 after 
spending a weekend in jail.

Late-summer tune-up for AHS band

F all sport athletes may have 
restrictions on when they 
can begin practices, but 
members of the Agawam High 
School marching band have got¬ 
ten their “fall season” off to an 
early start. 

Agawam is the only school in 
the region that hosts a preseason 


band camp prior to the start of 
the school. 

More than 70 members of the 
marching band spend nearly 10 
hours per day practicing outside 
to prepare for the 15- to 20-min¬ 
ute halftime show to be per¬ 
formed at least five times a year. 
Band Director William Hueglin 
leads the camp. 

“This camp is very impor¬ 
tant to what we do,” said Hueg¬ 


lin. “And the kids come in with 
a great attitude, and work really 
hard.

Hueglin remarked to parents

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Athletic facility won’t cost $8.8M, says architect

Officials tour locker 
rooms, fields as town 
prepares for second 
round of bids

With a delay in the sec¬ 
ond round of bidding, town 
officials took the opportu¬ 
nity to go over the athletic 
facilities project again at a 
meeting held last Thursday 
morning at Agawam High 
School. 

Several elected officials, 
including representatives 
from the Agawam City Coun¬ 
cil and School Committee, 
attended the meeting. 

Mark Arigoni, an ar¬ 
chitect from Milone and 
MacBroom, the designer 
on the project, gave an up¬ 
dated presentation of the 
plans for the project. After 
the presentation, the group 
toured the high school lock¬ 
er rooms and team rooms 
before crossing the athletic 
fields. 

The meeting was called 
by Lou Conte, who was 
the head of the Track Ex¬ 
ploratory Committee, who 
wanted to give committee 
members and elected of¬ 
ficials another opportunity 
to give feedback before the 
project goes out to bid a 
second time. 

The town’s administra- 


project, but the first two 
ended up being withdrawn. 
The town rejected the third 
bid, which was $8.8 million. 
The budget for the project 
was $7,785 million. The 
City Council approved use 
of more than $1 million in 
Community Preservation 
Act funds and borrowing 
up to $6.75 million. 

It is possible the council 
will have to approve a high¬ 
er borrowing depending 
on how the bids come in. 
Town Clerk Richard Ther¬ 
oux, a member of the track 
committee and current 
candidate for city coun¬ 
cilor, questioned how much 
more the council would 
need to approve. 

“It’s not going to cost 


“I don’t believe this is an 
$8.8 million project.” 

The town administra¬ 
tion is hoping by waiting 
until this fall, they will get 
more favorable bids from 
contractors that are plan¬ 
ning their work for 2016. 

Elected officials got a 
first-hand look at how poor 
the condition of the high 
school locker rooms and 
team rooms are. Part of the 
project, which would take 
place during the summer, 
would be to complete reno¬ 
vate both locker rooms, in¬ 
cluding the team rooms. 

Both the boys and girls 
locker rooms are in very 
poor condition. Lockers 
have dents and excessive 
scratching. The floor tiles 


coming apart. 

Agawam’s varsity foot¬ 
ball coach John Benjamin 
attended the meeting, and 
said he wants to see more 
space in the coach’s room. 

“I have eight coaches I 
need to fit into that room,” 
said Benjamin. 

The girls locker rooms 
show a very dated look, with 
individual shower stalls in 
the center of the room and 
large walls in between. Gen¬ 
der-neutral changing rooms 
will also be installed, and as 
a result of feedback from an 
elected official, the public 
bathrooms on the girls lock¬ 
er room side of the gymna¬ 
sium will be renovated. 

Outside, architects 
showed how the new ath- 


ured. The paved basketball 
courts which are currently 
behind the varsity baseball 
field will be relocated closer 
to the school. New tennis 
courts with new fencing 
will be installed. 

The multi-use artificial 
turf field will installed. Ari¬ 
goni said while a new set of 
1,500-capacity stands will 
be installed, the existing 
press booth will be used. 
Some internal work may be 
done to improve it. 

Varsity baseball coach 
Brian Rheault gave feedback 
to architects regarding the 
baseball field being moved 
to the back of the school. 
He requested a batting cage 
and bullpen mound only be 
installed on the home side 
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of the field. Few baseball 
fields in the region provide 
warm-up areas for visiting 
teams. 

As of last week, Mayor 
Richard Cohen said the 
construction would be¬ 
gin as soon as the snow 
breaks in 2016. Baseball 
and lacrosse would have 
to be moved off-site for the 
spring 2016 season. School 
Street Park and Shea Park 
are the leading candidates 
to host varsity baseball, of¬ 
ficials said. Agawam Junior 
High School may be the 
best location for lacrosse 
games. 
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With 1 day to go, no new nominations for Nov. ballot 


Several additional can¬ 
didates returned nomina¬ 
tion papers last week, but 
no additional names had 
come forward as of 2 p.m. 
Monday, with just over a 
day left before the nomina¬ 
tion deadline. 

Fifteen candidates, in¬ 
cluding all 11 incumbents, 
were confirmed for the City 
Council race, but only the 
incumbents had returned 


their papers for mayor and 
School Committee. Nomi¬ 
nations with signatures 
from at least 100 registered 
Agawam voters were due at 
5 p.m. Tuesday, Aug. 18, af¬ 
ter the Agawam Advertiser 
News’ deadline. 

The council race is 
slated to include Samuel 
DiSanti Jr., Robert Magov- 
ern and Richard Theroux, 
in addition to incumbents 


George Bitzas, Cecilia Ca¬ 
labrese, Paul Cavallo, James 
Cichetti, Christopher John¬ 
son, Gina Letellier, Joseph 
Mineo, Dennis Perry, Don¬ 
ald Rheault, Robert Rossi 
and Anthony Suffriti. 

For mayor, only incum¬ 
bent Richard Cohen had re¬ 
turned papers by Monday. 
Local businessman William 
Clark, who had pulled pa¬ 
pers for mayor in June, had 


not yet returned them. 

The School Committee 
ballot, as of Monday after¬ 
noon, included only the 
six incumbents, Anthony 
Bonavita, Roberta Doer¬ 
ing, Diane Juzba, Carmino 
Mineo, Shelley Borgatti 
Reed and Wendy Rua. The 
one declared challenger, 
Brian Burbank, had not yet 
returned papers. 

Barring last-minute 


nominations, the town will 
not require a preliminary 
election before the Tuesday, 
Nov. 3, general election. The 
preliminary would be held 
only if there were more than 
two mayoral candidates, 22 
council candidates or 12 
School Committee candi¬ 
dates. 

The terms for mayor, city 
councilor and School Com¬ 
mittee are all two years. 


Wednesday, Sept. 16, 
will be the last day for Aga¬ 
wam residents who are not 
yet registered to register to 
vote in time for the prelimi¬ 
nary election, if necessary; 
Wednesday, Oct. 14, will 
be the last day to register 
for the general election. On 
both days, the town clerk’s 
office will be open 8:30 a.m. 
to 8 p.m.

JAY SPEAKS 


Seventy years after 


T he newspapers, radio and TV sta¬ 
tions, as well as conversations this 
past month, all commented on the 
dropping of atomic bombs on 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki, Japan. 

Most editorials indicated that 
the writer thought it a good 
thing,but there many who still 
insisted that it was the wrong 
approach to ending the war. 

On a recent weekend, Kitty 
and I saw the movie “Mr. Hol¬ 
mes.” It is the story of Sherlock 
Holmes in later years. One of 
the scenes shows Sherlock in 
the Japanese city of Hiroshima, 
shortly after the bombing. 

From my standpoint, I believed that it 
may have saved my life. Just a few weeks 
before the bombs dropped, I was on the 
Marshall Islands in the Pacific, training for 
the invasion of the Japanese homeland. 

Based on the casualties our troops suf¬ 
fered landing on other islands occupied by 
Japanese troops, it was suggested that the 
United States would suffer anywhere from 
a half-million to a million lives lost in the 
invasion of the Japanese Home Islands. 

To bring the numbers into personal 
focus, one of the sergeants training my 
particular group took three soldiers aside 
and said, “Take a good look at each other, 
because after our landing, there will only 
be one of you left.” I gather he was trying 
to inspire us to work harder at our battle 
techniques. 

Our training included rapidly descend¬ 
ing cargo nets from the sides of ships into 
smaller landing craft and then wading 
ashore under fire from the beaches. Speed 
and elusiveness were what the drill instruc¬ 
tors were looking for. 

Just as an aside, the high point of the 
day came at 4 p.m. Each day at that hour, a 
cloud would come over, drop rain for about 
five minutes, then disappear. Right after 
that, we would loud up a B-25 bomber with 


cases of beer. The bomber would ascend 
to 30,000 feet and cruise for a few minutes 
to cool down the beer and then land. How 
about that for a high point! 

Then came the day that we 
left for Okinawa. The Japanese 
had just been defeated at Oki¬ 
nawa. This would be our take¬ 
off point for the invasion. We 
no sooner landed there than we 
heard the news about the atom¬ 
ic bombs. Then the surrender 
followed soon after. 

The devastation in Okinawa 
was just a prelude to what we 
encountered when we landed 
in Japan as an occupying force. 
Entire cities had been hit by both regular 
bombs, but also by fire bombs. I was for¬ 
tunate in being assigned to military intel¬ 
ligence. We had a part in disarming the 
Japanese ability to have a military force. 
Now, 70 years later, they still have no real 
military presence. 

A few weeks after arriving in Japan, I had 
the privilege of taking a train to Hiroshima. 
The train station looked just as it did in the 
Sherlock Holmes movie ... and the devasta¬ 
tion looked as it appeared to me. It seemed 
as if the photographer in the movie cap¬ 
tured the same scenes that I saw. 

The scenes that I saw in my early days of 
military occupation certainly helped in mak¬ 
ing me one who felt that negotiating rather 
than fighting is the correct thing to do. 

Now 70 years later, we have negotiated 
a deal with Iran regarding atomic bombs. It 
remains to be seen if our Congress will ap¬ 
prove. Most of the Senators and congress¬ 
men and -women have not been exposed 
to military devastation. Perhaps those that 
were exposed will make the case for peace. 
We’ll have to wait and see.

What comes around goes around

B ack in 1984, our fa¬ 
mily decided that it 
was time for a new 
boat. Previous to this, my 
dad and I had always loved 
the water, having a 1957 
Speed Queen and an old 
MFG, which we liked to call 
the “tug boat” because it 
couldn’t get out of its own 
way. 

All of our boating took 
place in Southwick at 
Congamond Lakes, which 
has three lakes, so to speak 
— North, South and Middle. 
Over the years we had seen 
it all — the wreck of our be¬ 
loved Speed Queen when it 
was torpedoed by a Jet Ski, 
the emergency landing of a 
plane that flipped over, and 
even the crash of our own 
boat which sent Dad to the 
hospital with a broken hip. 
Dad had about enough of 


the MFG, so off to the Ox¬ 
bow Marina we went. 

That day, with Mom and 
sister Lori in tow, I spotted 
the boat which we would 
come to love and enjoy. She 
was brand new in 1984, sit¬ 
ting on her trailer, and boy 
she looked sleek. Talking it 
over during lunch, Dad, my¬ 
self and my sister Lori deci¬ 
ded to buy the boat and a 
week later, we picked it up. 

My sons, then 5 and 3 
years old, came with us all 
the time and it was always 
fun on the water. Over the 
years, my dad had decided 
it was time to give up his 
share of the boat and with 
my firstborn, Frank Jr., ta¬ 
king such an active interest 
in the boat, he turned it over 
to him in 1994. A short time 
later my sister and I did 
the same. Frank Jr. enjoyed 
every minute he could with 
this boat. 


In 2004 he decided it 
was time to part with this 
old 20-year boat and on a 
sunny day in June she was 
hauled away by her new 
owner. I don’t think he ever 
got over selling this boat, 
as so many memories were 
made with his grandfather; 
it was all he talked about. 

Over the years, he mana¬ 
ged to keep track of where 
the boat went, as she would 
have three other owners. 
Finally, in 2014, 10 years 
after the boat was sold, the 
last owner was found in 
Coventry, Conn., some 60 
miles away. It was decided 
to try and buy her back. The 
owner understood the sen¬ 
timental value of the boat 
and decided he would sell it 
back to my son. We took the 
ride and tears began to flow 
as we saw her again just sit¬ 
ting there. After some nego¬ 
tiations, I handed the man 


his money and bought it for 
my son. Almost right away, 
he decided it was time for 
her to get a full makeover 
and found Rey Flores, a ge¬ 
nius with many years expe¬ 
rience in boat restoration. 
By this time the old gal was 
30 years old and had seen 
plenty of time on the water. 

During her restoration, 
the entire boat was fixed 
and gel-coated, a new elec¬ 


trical system was installed, 
all wood in the boat was 
removed and replaced, a 
new carpet installed and 
the engine completely 
gone through. The restora¬ 
tion took over one year to 
complete and in June 2015, 
the boat made her maiden 
cruise on Congamond La¬ 
kes with Frank Jr.’s two sons 
and wife onboard. She ran 
beautifully, never skipping 


a beat. On shore, my mom 
and I watched with pride 
as my son took the old gal 
through her paces. 

What started out as a 
dream for us in 1984 beca¬ 
me an even bigger one for 
my son, as he now had the 
boat he grew up with for 
years to come.

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Summer reading hits new high despite smaller staff

There were nearly 100 
more participants in the 
youth summer reading pro¬ 
gram at the Agawam Public 
Library this year. And just 
two-thirds the staff. 

Without a children’s li¬ 
brarian this summer, the 
remaining two staff mem¬ 
bers in the children’s room, 
Susan Peoples and Rose 
Dupre, stepped up to run 
the library’s most success¬ 
ful summer program yet, 
wrapping up last week with 
870 participants. 

“Even though it was 
just the two of us, we didn’t 
eliminate anything,” said 
Dupre. “It made the days fly 
by. We love coming to work, 
so [that] made it much eas¬ 
ier.” 

The former children’s li¬ 
brarian, Cynthia Sutter, re¬ 
signed in June after having 
been on leave for several 
months. Library Director 
Judith Clini said she trusted 
Dupre and Peoples, who 
were hired within a week 
of each other in September 
2007, to manage the depart¬ 
ment on their own. 

“They’ve both been here 
years,” Clini said. “Certainly, 
they picked up the ball and 
did a wonderful job. The 
programs have been full, 
very well attended. People 
seem to be very happy with 
everything.” 

Maintaining a high level 


of service became a jug¬ 
gling act for the children’s 
staff. Because someone 
has to be on staff whenever 
the library is open — a 12- 
hour day, Mondays through 
Thursdays, eight hours Fri¬ 
day and seven hours Satur¬ 
day — Dupre and Peoples 
had to move some programs 
from their traditional times 
to the 2-4 p.m. window, the 
only time when their sched¬ 
ules overlapped and they 
could spare someone to run 
a program while the other 
one manned the desk. 

Even while Dupre was 
running “Mother Goose on 


the Loose” and Peoples was 
planning for the next guest 
presentation, the everyday 
work of the library still had 
to be done. 

“Everything else doesn’t 
stop in the library just be¬ 
cause it’s summer,” said Du¬ 
pre. “You’re still checking 
out books.” 

They were also able to 
call on library staff from 
other departments to fill in 
at the children’s room desk, 
but even that came with a 
complication: the steady 
drop-in traffic of children 
reporting their progress on 
the several reading con¬ 


tests. Anyone at the desk 
had to be familiar not only 
with the layout of the chil¬ 
dren’s room and the sched¬ 
ule of upcoming events, but 
also with the different rules 
and procedures for three 
individual contests — for 
young readers, for grades 5- 
6 and for teenagers — and 
a group contest pitting the 
town’s four elementary 
schools against each other. 

“We had two pages of 
cheat [sheets] for anyone 
filling in for us,” Peoples 
said. 

Dupre and Peoples also 
decided to continue the 


teen volunteer program the 
library, even though neither 
of them had run it before 
— it had always been the 
children’s librarian’s job. Ten 
teenagers participated in 
the program this summer. 

In addition to having 
worked side-by-side for al¬ 
most eight years, Dupre and 
Peoples come from similar 
backgrounds and genuine¬ 
ly enjoy helping children: 
Peoples was a kindergarten 
assistant before taking the 
library job; Dupre was a 
preschool teacher. 

Clini said the library is in 
the process of hiring a new 


children’s librarian. The job 
posting calls for a candidate 
with a master’s degree in li¬ 
brary science and at least 
three years of professional 
experience as a children’s li¬ 
brarian. The salary range is 
roughly $52,000 to $64,000. 

She said that ordinarily, 
the library would ask for 
internal candidates, but 
“there’s nobody here at the 
library that has that experi¬ 
ence, both qualifications.” 

The posting expires Fri¬ 
day and Clini said she hopes 
to have a new children’s li¬ 
brarian in place before au¬ 
tumn.

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Payroll deficit prompts revisit of mayor’s transfer authority

City councilors want to 
avoid repeating last month’s 
last-minute scramble to pay 
Agawam Municipal Golf 
Course employees before 
the books closed. 

Council President Chris¬ 
topher Johnson was dis¬ 
pleased to have to call a July 
14 meeting to move funds 
around in the golf budget so 
there would money in the 
correct accounts to meet 
the payroll. 

On Aug. 3, the full Aga¬ 
wam City Council met in a 
workshop format following 
their regular meeting to dis¬ 
cuss how to make sure town 


department heads know 
the fund transfer process 
and can keep their budgets 
in balance. 

Last month’s transfers 
did not cost the town any 
additional funds, but were 
needed to balance the 
budget so that specific line 
items were not overdrawn. 
The town’s fiscal year ends 
on June 30, and transfers to 
cover expenses had to be 
complete by July 15. 

Town Auditor Cheryl St. 
John said she had no choice 
but to approve a July 2 pay¬ 
roll request that overspent 
the seasonal and temporary 
employee pay account at 
the end of the fiscal year. 

“I am required by law to 


do payroll,” said St. John. 
“People have a right to get 
paid.” 

The alternative would 
have resulted in possible 
grievances being filed 
against the town for lack of 
payment for work. 

Golf Course General 
Manager Tony Roberto took 
responsibility for not re¬ 
questing the transfer soon¬ 
er, due to personal issues, 
but councilors said Town 
Hall needs to take a more 
proactive approach. 

Johnson and other coun¬ 
cilors are suggesting St.John 
generate reports at regular 
intervals and issue emails 
to department heads to in¬ 
form them when they have 


low balances in a line item. 

To get transfers ap¬ 
proved, there is a two- to 
four-week process, depend¬ 
ing on the time of year. All 
“in-house” transfers must 
get City Council approval. 
This requires having the 
item placed on a council 
agenda the Thursday before 
a scheduled council meet¬ 
ing. The item appears as 
new business. At the follow¬ 
ing council meeting, two to 
three weeks later, the trans¬ 
fer then appears as old busi¬ 
ness and can be acted upon. 

St. John said in-house 
transfers became more dif¬ 
ficult in June 2014 when 
the City Council took away 
Mayor Richard Cohen’s abil¬ 


ity to make such transfers 
on his own. 

When the amendment 
was approved, along with 
the fiscal 2015 budget, 
councilors said they were 
looking for more transpar¬ 
ency by putting all transfers 
on the council’s agenda for 
a vote. But smaller transfers 
that take a long period of 
time can slow down govern¬ 
ment, the mayor says. 

Recently, Councilor Jo¬ 
seph Mineo, the chairman 
of the Finance Subcommit¬ 
tee, said he is interesting in 
pursuing a modification to 
that ruling. 

“I am going to wait until 
the fall when we have ev¬ 
eryone back from vacations 


and I want to sit down with 
my committee,” said Mineo. 
“We had to approve a trans¬ 
fer of nine cents one time. I 
just don’t think these things 
need to come in front of my 
committee.” 

Mineo stopped short of 
saying he would consider 
restoring the mayor’s ability 
to make in-house transfers 
without council approval, 
but said compromises could 
be considered, such as a min¬ 
imum amount for transfers 
to require council approval. 

“Slowing down govern¬ 
ment is definitely the last 
thing we [the council] want 
to do,” said Mineo. “At the 
same time, we do want to 
have transparency.”

the Agawam Police De¬ 
partment, the 15-year-old 
victim’s mother obtained 
knowledge of the affair by 
seeing content on the vic¬ 
tim’s cellular telephone.

Changes made 
to football 
format

REGION - The coaches and 
athletic directors in Western 
Massachusetts have been heard, 
and three big changes are up for 
high school playoff football when 
games begin this fall. 

In Western Massachusetts, the 
Walker System, which utilizes a 
points system to bring strength of 
schedule, and wins against play¬ 
off teams along with overall wins, 
will be utilized. 

For many years, a power rank¬ 
ing system was used and deter¬ 
mined by wins, points scored, 
and other factors in order to de¬ 
termine the four teams in division 
that go to the tournament. The 
Walker system is used Western 
Massachusetts because of the 
wide diversity of teams that play 
in the region. It is used to deter¬ 
mine playoff seedings in other 
team sports, such as field hockey,

and softball. 

If the Walker System 
had been utilized last year, 
it would have changed how 
the teams were seeded last 
year. 

The state changed their 
playoff format two years 
ago, going to an eight or 
nine-game regular season 
depending on whether 
a team utilizes their bye 
weeks. Thanksgiving Day 
games were kept intact. 

After eight games, play¬ 
off teams are decided and 
the Western Mass semifi¬ 
nals and finals are played 
during the first two week¬ 
ends in November. The state 
semifinals are also played 
prior to Thanksgiving. 

The Western Mass, finals 
was another big area of con¬ 
tention as athletic directors 
argued that a neutral field 
should be utilized in at least 
the finals. 

In most other sports, 
the semifinals and finals of 
tournaments are played at 
a neutral facility. 

In Agawam’s case, it 
resulted in long trips to 
Wahconah in the Division 
4 final while Wahconah got 
to enjoy the privilege of not 
traveling at all. 

This year’s finals in 
Western Mass, for Division 
2, 4, 5, and 6 will be played 
at a neutral site this year. 


That site is not determined, 
though Westfield State Uni¬ 
versity has been utilized in 
the past. 

The neutral site will be 
a welcome things for many 
teams that could be facing 
a long road trip for a final 
matchup. 

Other smaller changes 
were made in other regions 
of the state. In the North 
and South regions, there 
will be some edits made to 
the power ranking system. 

Like the Western region, 
non-playoff games will be 
held in November and be 
formed by the scheduling 
committees. The Central 
region adopted a policy 
where home teams receive 
all revenue for non-playoff 
games. The Western region 
already has that policy. 

The changes for this year 
were the result of feedback 
received from meetings 
held in March and a survey 
that was conducted over 
the winter. 

Meetings have been 
scheduled for Sept. 17 and 
Oct. 20 to discuss playoff 
format options for 2016. A 
decision on the future of 
the format will be made in 
October.
